Harley-Davidsons are what they are, do what 
they do, and make no apologies. The XLCR 
Cafe Racer is like every other Harley-Davidson 


in that respect. 


That the XLCR isn’t suited for 
touring is easy to see at first glance. 
And the fact that the XLCR can- 
not be a competitive cafe or road 
racing machine is obvious after the 
first attempt at a brisk mountain 
canyon ride. 

Nor is speed the XLCR's forte. It's 
Harley-Davidson's first stock, 1000cc 
street bike capable of finishing the 
standing-start quarter mile in 12 
seconds. But the XLCR is still a full 
second behind the new breed of big- 
bore, 11-second street burners — the 
Yamaha XS11, the Suzuki GS1000, 
the Honda CBX, the Kawasaki Z1-R. 

In its favor, the XLCR is the fastest, 
most outrageous Sportster ever to roll 
off the American assembly line. 

The huge, 997cc cast-iron, push- 
rod,  45-degree  v-twin engine 
dominates the XLCR. And the feeling 
of a giant twin thudding out power in 
slightly uneven blasts dominates the 
sensation of riding the black beast. 

The bike has power. It isn’t the 
same kind of arm-stretching, neck- 
snapping lunge that the faster 
Japanese superbikes deliver. It is pure 
fun power. At.any rpm, any speed, 
any gear, more throttle gets the rider 
more power. There isn’t any lunge, 
any surge, any feeling that the engine 
has come on the cam. There is just 
forward motion in harmony with ever 
louder, ever-quicker drum-roll from 
the big twin. It isn’t spectacular, but it 
is strong. The XLCR doesn’t hurl itself 
down the road like an XSI11, but 
rather moves out with a feeling of 


infinity — power that doesn’t start and 
doesn’t end, but is just there. 

Its unique sound has as much to do 
with the feeling of power as does the 
force itself. The XLCR is audible 
both near and far. The clattering 
mechanical sound is loudest when the 
bike is first noticed by a spectator, but 
the exhaust note booming obscures all 
to the rider’s ears. The Harley- 
Davidson is designed to fire unevenly, 
and the exhaust note is thus slightly 
staggering to those used to the turbine 
‘whine of a four. or a six-cylinder 
motorcycle. The XLCR makes the 
kind of sound that can be quite 
appealing while cruising the boulevard 
on Saturday night, or when trying to 
cover miles on the Interstate. 

There aren't any dead spots in the 
power, thanks to the single 38mm 
Keihin (Japanese) carburetor with 
accelerator pump. The carburetion is 
near perfect, ideally suited to the 
engine. What's more, the bike 
averages over 50 miles per gallon in all 
types of riding, the highest of any big 
bike. 

Of course the engine vibrates (it's a 
Harley). It trembles the handlebars, 
footpegs, seat, and mirrors at every 
rpm, at every speed. It's always there, 
pulsing at a rate low enough to be 
tolerable in all cases and even — 
sometimes — enjoyable. 


It takes a long foot to shift the 
XLCR, but the transmission engages 
positively and smoothly. With its 
remarkably broad powerband, the 
engine copes easily with the four-speed 
transmission. Downshifting in mid- 


turn doesn't cause any problems. The 
clutch works without complaint, but it 
is difficult to find neutral if the bike is- 
not rolling. Shifting into neutral 
before stopping takes care of that. 

Unlike other motorcycles, the 
XLCR has little drive train snatch. 
When the bike is idled along in first 
gear in the middle of a traffic jam, the 
jerking felt is less a function of drive 
train slack than of the XLCR's large, 
well-spaced power explosions at very 
low rpm. The piston moves down, the 
bike springs forward. The other piston 
moves down, the bike jumps forward, 
and so on. 

Wonder of wonders, the XLCR 
starts quickly and moves off instantly 
even when it's cold outside. Pull out 
the choke knob (located next to the 
ignition switch on the left side of the 
engine), hit the starter button, move 
the choke knob halfway in, and listen 
as the big twin roars to life. Then, 
simply kick it into gear, push in the 


. choke and ride away. No stagger, no 


delay. 

It only takes 3800 rpm to keep the 
XLCR moving along at an actual 65 
mph on the highway. But our test 
bike's tachometer indicated only 3200 
rpm when the speedometer said 65 mph. 
When the speedometer said 60, the 
bike was actually moving along at 55 
mph. The odometer and resettable 
tripmeter built into the speedometer 
face are not very accurate, either. The 
XLCR's instruments (made in Japan) 
gain %o of a mile in every actual five 
miles. That means that the odometer 
reads 106 miles after an actual 100 
miles. 

Everything about the XLCR seems 
to shout that the machine isn’t meant 
for touring comfort. The racing seat, a 
piece of foam and a snapped-on vinyl 
cover located over the oil tank, doesn’t 
do much for the rider's butt after 20 or 
30 minutes in the saddle. The bars are 
flat and stubby, like drag bars, and 
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conspire with the rear-set footpegs to 
put the rider into a racing crouch., 
There is no room for a passenger. Тһе, 
short fairing directs a blast of wind.

As for the brakes, they're visible, all" 
right. Big and shiny, business-like 
triple discs. Impressive to see, but»: 
almost useless. If the rider should be so :: 
unlucky as to be caught out in езү 
rain, you might as well drag your feet.cq 
Applying the brakes in a downpour ati 
an indicated 60, hand steady on the 
throttle, doesn't slow the bike, doesn't 
compress the fork, doesn’t do- 
anything. Fortunately, the motorcycle 
has enough engine compression to 
almost make the XLCR stop, and if 
the Harley god is watching over you, 
the traffic signals will be green when 
you arrive at intersections. 

All the time, as the rider sloshes 
along in rain, the rear tire sends a 
flood washing over his boot heels. 
searching out any seam or stitch not 
waterproofed. The tires — in spite of 
what you might have read elsewhere 
— give the distinct impression that 
they don't like to stay on course on wet | 
pavement. It's enough to make a guy 
wish he were riding an Electra Glide, 
with real fenders and big, fat tires. 


Of course, the XLCR isn't meant to 
slog through rainstorms like a 
mundane beast of burden. The XLCR © 
is more at home in the mountains, a 
lot of fun in the twisties, a lean | 
machine with a purpose. | 














An un-Harley-like set of bars and a downright petite fairing adorn the front 
fork tops. The left signal switch is where the horn button should be. 


Fun. That's what the 1000cc “cafe” Harley’s all about. Although it may 
qualify for Superbike Production racing, it’s not among the top contenders. 


Fun. That's the word to remember. 
Fun. Take it nice and easy, cruise the 
canyons, look at the scenery. Appear 
stylish. 

Because if yóu get serious, put on a 
race face and try to chase a good rider 
on anything nimble, then you'll risk 
“face” at best and “life” at worst. 


Remember the brakes? Come diving 
into a tight turn at the end of a 
straight, the taillight of a bike half the 
XLCR's size burning a hole in your 
reason, and grab a handful of brake. 
Realize that you're not stopping, and 
grab some more, all you can, focusing 
every muscle in your body into an iron 
grip on that smooth brake lever. 


And hear the front tire lock with a 
scream, feel the bars twist left and 
right and left, and wonder how in hell 
you're gonna not crash, not run off the 
pavement, not wad up $3600 worth of 
Milwaukee iron. 

The front brakes do work when dry. 


The trouble is, they have no 
predictability, no feel, no warning of 
the utterly sharp transition between 
too weak to stop quickly and too strong 
for the front tire to handle. There is no 
middleground, just too little or too 
much. Perhaps the master cylinder is 
too small for the job. 


The rear brake can’t be relied upon 
either, even though it is more 
controllable than the twin discs up 
front. The rear brake's master 
cylinder on our test bike, after 5,000 


miles, leaks brake fluid all over the 


right side cover, the swingarm, the 
chain. Weight transfer further limits 
what the rear brake can do. 


A better, bigger front tire might 
help. In fact, a set of different tires 
would probably help a lot. We have 
read tests of the XLCR elsewhere, 
amazed by references to good tires and 
weak brakes. But then maybe the 
testers didn't rush into any turns with

Check the oil? Unsnap the snaps, peel back the road racer replica seat and 


dip away. 


Disc brakes, three in all, are business-like in appearance but leave something 


to be desired in actual use. 


the single-mindedness of a confirmed 
road rasher. 


The XLCR has ample ground 
clearance in spite of the big black 
mufflers on each side. Only the left 
muffler grounds, and that fact is a 
miracle. The tires feel so squirrely in 
corners that leaning enough to touch 
anything is riding at the absolute 
ragged edge. 


The forks work very well on the 
freeway. The fork's small bump 
response is as good as any. The shocks, 
stiffly sprung with little (216") 
available travel, are less effective, 
although still acceptable on the 
highway. But the ends are mismatched 
for fast turning. Under pressure, the 
front is softer than the rear, and the 
rear too stiff with too little travel to 
deal with inevitable road irregularities 
and mid-turn ripples. The result is a 
unique feeling of instability in corners. 
Rushing in toward the apex of a turn,

the XLCR is not bad. But accelerating 
out in a blast, it wants to go 
everywhere at once and ignores the 
desired line. 

Even in smooth turns the XLCR 
must be forced down into the curve, 
held down wrestled up and over and 
down again for left-right sequences. It 
is as if the bike wants to go straight — 
which it does — and as if anything 
above a moderate pace is too fast — 
which it is. 

So the XLCR is not a tourer and not 
a cafe racer. What is the XLCR good 
for? 

For cruising the boulevard, for just 
plain fun, for riding a Harley- 
Davidson motorcycle with the most 
"different" styling ever to come out of 
Milwaukee's design department. It 
looks outlandish, works well enough to 
a limit, and is a terrifically Harley- 
Davidson. 

The only problem is, where do you 
put the chick after you pick her up? 0

Ups and downs 
Bob Hannah, 
America's , 
fastest

For the second year in a row, Team Yamaha's 
Bob Hannah has proven himself to be the fas- 
test motocross rider in America, earning more 


other rider, to once again carry 
the number two plate on the 
front of his bike. 1977 was a good 
year for the "Hurricane" in many 


respects. He became the first rider to 
win National races in all three classes 
in just one season, won the 250cc class 
of the Florida Winter-AMA Series and 
the prestigeous Supercross Series. 


The bikes Bob rode in Florida and 
the Supercross Series were nearly box 


AMA National MX Series points than any 


stock production Yamahas, 
underlining Bob's ability even more, 
while putting to rest the controversial 
AMA claiming rule and its advocates 
who thought privateer riders didn’t 
have access to equipment that was 
competitive with factory riders and 
their works bikes. 

In other respects 1977 was a 
disappointing season for Bob Hannah. 
The exotic Yamaha works bikes which 
he rode in the Nationals and the 





Trans-AMA Series proved hardly to be 
the best performing bikes on the track, 
nor the most reliable. Bob seriously 
campaigned all three National classes 
— 125cc, 250cc and Open — and 
quite possibly could have won all three 
National Championships if his works 
bikes hadn't broken down under him. 
It was a feat that no other rider could 
even come close to, but Bob took the 
problems in stride with a shrug of his 
shoulder. 

"Sure, we could have won the 
Nationals, but everyone has good luck 
and bad luck. Weinert might have 
won the 250cc Nationals if he hadn't 
gotten hurt. There's a lot of ‘ifs’ 
involved for everybody. 

"Yamaha tries to sort out their 
works bikes the best they can before 
they send them over to the States. But 
it turns out a lot of development has to 
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be carried out over here under racing 
conditions.” 

Even more disappointing than his 
bad luck in the Nationals were the 
problems Bob suffered in the Trans- 
AMA Series. For the first time since 
the series began in 1970 it finally 
looked like an American rider would 
win the Trans-AMA title. And the 
rider he would have beaten to 
accomplish the feat was the best 
motocrosser in legend, five-time 
World Champion Roger DeCoster. ©" 

“I should have won the Trans-AMA 
Series, but I broke down two times,” 
laments Bob. “Roger didn’t break 
down at all, and yet he only beat me in 
the series by 21 points, which is'a 
difference of less than one moto. One 
time I was leading a moto by 30 secorids 
when I broke. So even if the other 
moto wasn't even considered, if I had |

Even though Bob failed to beat 
Roger out of his fourth consecutive 
Trans-AMA title, Bob did win more 
motos along his way to becoming top 
American then Roger had posted. The 
next question was requisite...did Bob 
think he was faster than Roger? 

"I don't think I am faster than 
Roger. He's human, though, and falls 
like everyone else. His advantage is 
that he's consistently fast all the time. 

“This past year not too many people 
were consistent except Marty Smith. 
You could tell in the Trans-AMA 
Series who the fastest American riders 
were. They were pretty well sorted out 
according to ability and the Honda 
team was up there on top. Their 
Hondas held up, and Marty was riding 
the hell out of his. Marty and I both 
won more motos than the RD.” 

The 1978 racing season will see Bob 
concentrating his efforts in the 250cc 
class because of the AMA's new 
National Championship Series rule 
which only allows a rider to enter one 
class. The 250cc Nationals haven't 
been Bob's strong suit the last two 
years, and the competition will be 
tough. with riders like Weinert, 
Pomeroy, and DiStefano to contend 
with, but Bob is certainly up to the 
task. The fact that he will be racing a 
250cc bike throughout the season 
should also be an advantage, giving 

‘Yamaha and Bob's mechanic Keith 
| McCarty time to sort out any problems 
[that may turn up on the new bikes 
‘they'll be running. This prospect 
should leave Bob’s competition 
shaking in their motocross boots.

Roeseler unde- 
feated in '78 D-37 
desert

LUCERNE VALLEY, CA, JAN. 15 
uskys Larry Roeseler 
continued his domina- 
tion of AMA D-37 de- 
sert racing, winning the 

Desert M.C.'s hare and hound held 

near Lucerne Valley. It was the second 

straight overall win of the year for 

Roeseler, who holds the number one 

plate in the Heavyweight division. 

Crossing the small valley past the 
bomb, Tom Kelly on a big red KTM 
had a bike's length lead over Larry 
Roeseler on ‘the factory OR 390 
Husqvarna. Bruce Ogilvie (H-D) was 
riding Larry's fender, followed by first 
Amateur Dennis Keaton. Heading 
towards the dune section, Bob 
Balentine passed Tim Fitzpatrick and 
George Erl. Three racers were very 
close together and a welcome sight in 
the dez: Andy Kirker, Kevin Hasten 
and Benny Padilla. Eric McCracken, 
Bill Saltzman and Terry Davis 
rounded out the first 12. 

The dust-free trail headed up the 
narrow lane to the right of the now 
submerged Melville "Wet" Lake. Max 
Eddy chased Saltzman up the long 
whoop-de-doo road leading into the 
small segment of mountains. Brad 
Henson and Charlie Hamill diced 
through the rock laced downhill and 
across some choppy flatlands. 

John Prater was just ahead of Tony 
Greaves and just behind Brian Wright 
as they entered the high banked wash. 
For a good mile, the racers blasted up 
one side and down the other, shooting 
the high banks. 

The picture changed drastically up 
front. Roeseler was in the lead, Ogilvie 
second and Balentine third. Kirker, 
Kelly and Hasten seized, while 
Padilla's pipe broke in two. 

Steve Lindsey, Russ Collins and Ron 
Bebo cleared the top of a tractionless 
uphill and proceeded down the huge 





dune on the other side, which looked 
like it was imported from Arabia. Paul 
Christensen was trying to get around 
Bil Tarling to do battle with the 
wounded Ken Miller just ahead. 

Larry, Bruce and Bob headed home 
down the bomb run section that leads 
to Victor Pass. Loop two was just 
superb, in fact it saved the good name 
of Desert M.C. The closeness of 
Roeseler, Ogilvie and Balentine 
leaving the pits, began to fester 
speculation. Knowing the course was 
demanding, one mistake and it could 
be any of the three's overall win. 

Brian Wright headed out running 
fourth overall, first 250cc, his first ride 
for Yamaha Motor Corp. Charlie 
Hamill, riding for Yamaha also, took 
after Henson with new vigor. Another 
pair of raccers who cleaned up their 
act were “Killer” Kilgore, running 
12th overall, second Heavy Amateur 
with Don Boese right on his tail. 


Tom Kelly got his KTM “un-seized” 
at the neat 100th overall position. The 
determined desert ace pitted 28th and 
sure wasn’t going to stay there. After a 
segment of sandwash and a couple of 
ditches the course headed for the Red 
Mountain. Cory Timms, racing after a 
long layoff, was being pressed by Craig 
Kinnaman and Jay Orendorff (riding 
Dick Burley’s sano Honda thumper). 
Monte Lee got zapped by Kelly 
moving Ed Whiteside into the 
vacancy. Ron Irby, Bill Becker and 
Rick Shirey mounted the access 
through the saddle to the left of Red 
Mountain before the powerline access 
road. Crossing the road, the course 
picked up the windy sandwash road 
for three miles. The range cattle were 
removed prior to the race for the 
convenience of the racers. 


It was in this section that Ogilvie 
and the Harley pulled off the trail. 
Balentine shot by with his sights on 
Roeseler. The trail made a hard left 
shooting across the desert on a narrow 
one bike trail. Once in a while some 
abrupt crossgrain would interrupt the 
dynamite zig-zag trail. 

The course dropped into a narrow 
wash guarded by boulders, making 
navigation a chore in spots. Ron Holst 
and Ray Sadd followed Monte 





Anderson but passing was out of the 
question. First Open Senior Gus Paull 
worked his Mono through a goat trail 
mountain section that worked out to 
the foothills into deep rolling rainwash 
ravines. A few bikes back, Joe 
Lockhart's 100cc Trailbike was 
buzzing like a rattlesnake, keeping his 
lead on Tom Grant and Monte Lee. 

D.L. Dorman was trying to close the 
six-bike gap between he and Kevin 
Sheehe as the 175cc "C" bike 
Amateurs headed down the super neat 
sandwash pointing in the direction of 
Johnson "Wet" Lake. The mudhole 
below the uphill entry to Sage 
Mountain spoiled the otherwise 
spotless racers. If Ken Maw could get 
by Dorman, he could challenge Joel 
Parker for second 250cc Amateur. 
The course stayed in the rollers for 
only a quarter mile, then tooled off to 
the right heading for Camp Rock 
Road. Marv Van Sickle gassed his bike 
up the narrow wash that parallels 
Camp Rock Road, the one that has 
been there waiting for someone to run 
a race through. Marv had first Senior 
Open Amateur nailed down, but Bob 
Birch and Suzuki Art were moving 
along very quickly as the wash weaved 
its way to the flat hard plateau. 

The leader, Roeseler had cleared 
the long, flat field south of Sage 
Mountain, and cleared the low hill 
section. Shooting down the wash Larry 
thought he was heading home, coming 
so close to camp he could see pit 
trucks. However, the course headed 
right into some terrain the racers will 
talk about for a long time. Roeseler 
worked the OR through the tight wash 
then made a right turn through some 
tricky rocks, finally approaching a 
downhill designed to test anyone's 
skill. Cleaning this in usual Roeseler 
fashion, he worked his way down a 
virgin wash. 

Balentine followed suit, taking the 
dropoffs and quick turns with ease. As 
Bob blasted the 400cc KTM up the left 
side of the wash to avoid a 10-foot 
dropoff, Larry was on the soggy Soggy 
Dry lakebed. Desert M.C. had finish 
line safety in mind, with the finish at 
the base of the small ridge to the left of 
the road. The crowd lined the 
boulder-lined trail and soon the sound 
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of one powerful bike could be heard 
echoing through the canyon. Cresting 
the top, Roeseler coasted in for his 
second consecutive overall win. 
Balentine finished about a minute 
later, followed by Brian Wright. 


Novice/Beginner race 

Two pie-platers were scorching the 
wet sand: The leader, Beginner Randy 
Flemming and Jim Stagondollar. Rich 
Hall swished past followed by Adrian 
Ahuero, Pat "Killer": Cain, Rich 
Varner, Wayne Poore, John Chatters; 
Rick Puvogel and Ron Woods, leading 
a bunch of Beginners. 

When the racers headed toward the 
long sandy uphill, Dan Ashcraft was 
making his move on the frontrunner. 
Jeff Cannon charged the sandy uphill 
followed by Jan Morrison and Greg 
Pagan. Mike Martin, running first C, 
had a handful cresting the hill, Pat 
Farris and Cliff Thomas thought it was 
a trailbike nightmare but managed to 
mount the top and fly down the big 
dune. Oren Beck kept his trailbike 
ahead of Open Beginner Jerry Jobe as 
the racers wound down the wash. 

Jennings and Stagondollar stretched 
out a big lead heading into the Victor 
Pass bomb area. Beginner Brian 
Burski, third C, had two more C bikes 
behind him: Pat Henesey and Dave 
Herrera. Trailbikers Brian Reynolds 
and Don Love diced across the flats 
heading toward the rockpile and the 
canyon entry. Craig Weaver was the 
district leader heading for the finish. 
Steve Perkio, the 250cc leader, had 
second and third right on his tail, 
Cecil Drysdale and Wayne Rasmussen. 
Pie-plater Jennings bagged the overall 
but the district winner was Craig 
Weaver. John Chatters was second, 
Jerry Jobe third. First Trail went to Pat 
Farris, Cliff Thomas was second, Oren 
Beck third. Jeff Gifford bagged first C 
bike; Chris Crandall and Brian Burski 
were second and third. 

Pat Cain, running third overall 
Novice, ran out of gas just before the 
pits and had to pass Rich Hall several 
times on the second loop. Dan 
Ashcraft of HBMC moved into the 
lead past the long road when 
Stagondollar centerpunched a rock. 
Larry Harris was leading Brad 
Hunsinger, Tony Epperson, Chris 
Goolsby and Tom Jones. 

Heading down the neat wash past 
the mountain, Mike Martin, running 
first C, had Steve Brookshire running 
interference for him as second C Jim 
Rother was trying to get by. Third C 
Larry Zeigler had too much ground to 
make up. 

The battle for second 250cc raged 
all around the second loop. Brian 
Sweeney and Marty Pollard charged 
up the narrow wash, ahead of Bill 
Parks, Rick Boyer and Bud Conner. 

Ashcraft had moved well into the 
Amateur/Expert ranks, running 78th 
overall. Jeff Cannon was just behind 
Sweeney as they shot up the left hand 
uphill. Ashcraft finished with a smile 
and loads of praise for the race. 
Sweeney took second overall, Jeff 
Cannon third. 

At the finish, Larry Roeseler stated 
he loved the second loop and wished 
the clubs would do more of the same.

What better way to open the new AMA Grand 
National/Camel Pro racing season than with 
a couple of tips on how you can go to the 
Houston Nationals on Feb. 3-4 or to Daytona 





for Motorcycle Speedweek on 
Mar. 6-12. 

Houston features the Friday 
night National TT and the Sat- 
urday night National Short Track, 
plus a motorcycle show. Anybody who 
flies down and back on Continental 
Airlines can save some money. 

Continental is one of the few airlines 
that offers three classes of service: First 
class, coach and economy. The 
economy ticket is the one. You sit in 
the same place as coach passengers, 
but you pay les. You don't get 
anything to eat, but who has to eat 
when the flight is three hours or less? 

For Daytona there are at least two 
airlines that can save Westerners a 
bundle. Eastern Airlines flies out of 
Los Angeles International, and they 
also list Seattle so the good folks in the 
Northwest also have a shot at what 
looks like the best deal ever offered, if 
they plan ahead, like now. 

Eastern offers a program that could 
fly you from Los Angeles or Seattle 
down to Daytona, Miami, Bermuda, 
the Caribbean and Puerto Rico — to 
name just a few spots — for less 
than $300. 


There are, of course, a few 
requirements: There must be at least 
two people. You must be gone at least 
seven days. You also have to make 
your reservations about -a month 
ahead, and Daytona is about that far 
off. 


This one lump price actually says 
you can fly any place that Eastern 
lands, make as many stops as you want 
and not be gone longer than 45 days. 
The reason that I have pointed out 
these things is that over the years the 
cost of flying to Houston and Daytona 
has more than doubled.

Robbers’ Roost 


Prowl the famous bandit’s 
hideout aboard your trailbike

“Hey Skipper, I recognize those pointy rocks 
in that picture there. That’s near where we 
raced out in the Owens Valley last month. It’s 
close to Inyokern and China Lake Naval 


Station. How come you're tak- 
ing pictures of that? I've been 
there lots of times but I don't see 
what you could find to write 
about up there." 

That statement came from one of 
my best friends who, incidentally, is a 
two-digit expert desert racer. His main 
concern out there is to find the fastest 
route between point A and point B. 
He's not concerned with what 
happened in the wilds before he went 
charging up an obscure dirt road in 
pursuit of the leader of the pack. 

What I had found was something 
which has been misunderstood, or at 
least neglected, by many desert 
travelers: A perfect spot for 
ambushing a stagecoach or wagon 
train toiling its way up or down the 
immense Owens Valley. Nobody ever 


said it was easy living on the fringe of - 


the Sierra Nevadas, but by far the 
greatest terror facing the travelers in 
the gold and silver country was not the 
wild creatures, but the most vicious of 


all animals; the human predators. 
That's what I was researching. ...the 
human predators. . . bandits! 


Some of the bandits of California 
were considered "Robin Hoods of the 
West." Forget it! They were a bunch of 
thieves and ne'er-do-wells and no- 

. The only thing we can find, at 
this later date, to interest us about the 
bandits of old is the time and place of 
their infamy. They weren't supermen, 
nor were they nice guys, but their story 
is interesting to the desert wanderer on 
a motorcycle. My racing friend misses 
much of the story when he rips across 
the desert at high speed. If he slowed 
up a little, he’d see the lore of the 
desert a lot better (of course, he 
wouldn’t be winning any races). 

Many things happened out here in 
the West that have been 
misunderstood by most of us. We see 
movies of stagecoach holdups and 
robberies of small country towns, but 
we don’t identify these events with the 
so-called civilization we're living in. 


Look around and dig a bit; you'll find 
that things got a little bit wild in what 
my son calls the “olden days.” With a 
small amount of research and a good 
ol’ trailbike you can discover these 
places for yourself. 

Like my racing friends says, "What's 
so special about those pointy rocks? I 
see them every time I drive that way in 
the desert." As the man said in the 
song, "That's my point precisely." We 
miss a lot of intriguing things in life 
because we whiz by it and don't stop to 
probe the history or importance of it. 

The rocks I've been referring to are 
piled at a Sierra Nevada spot called 
Robbers Roost on the slope of the 
Owens Valley, north and east of Los- 
Angeles. They command a view of the 
broad valley for 50 miles in either 
direction on a clear day. The shallow 
caves of Robbers Roost provided 
shelter from the desert winds and a 
place for the early bandits to watch for 
wagon trains loaded with precious 
bullion going down the valley to Los 
Angeles or returning with supplies for 


.the gold and silver camps of the 


Sierras. The frequent stagecoaches 
were also prey for the human 
predators that waited and watched 
from Robbers Roost. 

I rode my trailbike up to the Roost 
around Christmas. The weather was 
superb and I was rally enjoying myself. 
Five miles away I could see the little 
specks of cars driving north and south 
along the eastern slopes of the Sierra 
Nevadas. I wanted to get the feeling of 
looking down on the valley and 
watching for unsuspecting prey such as 
the oldtime bandits had done. The 
fact that the present highway follows 
the route of the old wagon road from 
the mining towns helped me visualize 
what the bandits saw from their 
vantage point up in the rocks. In my 
own mind I just imagined that the cars 
below me in the valley were some of 
Remi Nadeau's wagons carrying silver 
or supplies to and from the camps up 
the valley. Despite the increase in 
population, the Ownes Valley is still a 
good deal like it was in the last 1800's 
when outlaws stalked their victims 
from Robbers Roost. 


Instead of riding up the sandwash 
directly to Robbers Roost I elected to 
ride kind of a circle around the citadel 
to get the feeling of the terrain. I 
found fresh tracks and droppings from 
wild burros on a sort of jackass 
freeway. You could tell the trail was 
used frequently by these critters. The 
burros themselves are a leftover from 
the old mining days. When a miner or 
prospector no longer had a use for his 
pack-toting burro, he just turned it 
loose to fend for itself. There's still lots 
of burros out here. 

While I'm on the subject of the 


"burros, I'm reminded of being in a 


large motorcycle shop recently when I 
overheard a young man boasting that 
he had tested his new MX 360 by 
chasing wild burros in the Owens 
Valley. It's fools like this who will 
bring the wrath down upon all of us 
motorcyclists. Stupid! 

But back to bandits: My favorite 
Californian bandit was Tiburcio 
Vasquez. Some of you have probably 
camped out at Vasquez Rocks Park 
along Hwy. 14 near Newhall in Los 
Angeles County. My son Larry and I 
rode out there on my street bike and 
camped among the trees. We took 
photos of the former bandit's lair and 
had a good old time. A word of 
caution though. Trailbikes are not 
allowed in the camp. The only way 
you're allowed to move among this 25 
to 40 million-year-old outcropping of 
rocks is afoot. 

Vasquez himself was a petty and 
then a full time thief. Nothing about 
him suggested a "Robin Hood of the 
West," especially to his victims. He 
was plainly and simply a craok, but he 


left his mark on California. A black 
mark perhaps, but a mark 
nonetheless. 

I'd done my homework, researching 
the bandits who had used Robbers 
Roost, before I made the ride up the 
slope from the Owens Valley. That's 
something I really enjoy; looking up 
the history of a place and then riding 
my bike there to look it over. 

Ralph Roske, in his excellent book, 
"Everyman's Eden, a History of 
California," devotes a good section of 
his book to Vasquez. Roske supplies 
the information that Tiburcio 
Vasquez was born in Monterey; 
California on August 10, 1835. He was 
tall for a Californio, five feet, five 
inches. Dressing well in suit, tie and 
polished boots, he also sported a full 
beard and mustache. 

At the age of 17, Vasquez and two 
others killed a constable in Monterey. 
This was the beginning of his outlaw 
career. 

Near Los Angeles in 1857, he and a 
partner stole horses from a ranch. He 
was captured and sentenced to five 
years in prison. 

The bandit escaped from prison 
June 25, 1859, but was recaptured 
seven weeks later in Amador County. 
He received an additional year on his 
San Quentin Prison sentence for 
escaping. 

Upon his release from prison, he 
returned once again to horse stealing, 
this time in Contra Costa, Sonoma and 
Mendocino Counties. 

Capture by a posse in 1867 brought 
another prison sentence, this time for 
three-and-a-half years. 

After release from prison in 1870, 
Vasquez began a four year reign of 
terror. His gang robbed stages, stores 
and inns as he moved his operation 
southward to escape the pressing 
authorities. 

On August 26, 1873, at Tres Pinos 
near Los Angeles, the gang robbed 
Snyder's store. In the ensuing battle 
three persons were killed. The uproar 
caused by the killings caused the 
governor of California to place a price 
of $8,000 on the head of the bandit. 

Kingston, in Fresno County, 
received a visit from the gang in 1873. 
Thirty-five men were tied up during 
the robbery, while the gang looted two 
stores and a hotel. In the aftermath, 
two stages were also robbed. 


Vasquez took refuge in the rocks 
named for him. Partly because the 
approaches to the lair could be easily 
guarded, and especially because the 
Californios protected him there. The 
Californios, or Mexican-Californians, 
considered Vasquez. and his gang 
heroes. 

In his publication, “A Guidebook to 
the Mojave Desert of California,” Russ 
Leadabrand writes about the February 
25, 1874 raid by Tiburcio Vasquez 
and Cleovaro Chavez on the Cerro 
Gordo stagecoach at Freeman 
Raymond's station. Some of you will 
recognize the name, Freeman 
Junction, from trips you've made over 
Walker Pass to Lake Isabella. The 
junction stands down the grade from 
Robbers Roost. Vasquez laid up in the 
Roost and watched everything 
happening along the road below, 
including Freeman's station 
(sometimes called Coyote Holes). He 
merely waited and picked the right 
time to fall upon the hapless 
inhabitants of the stage stop and the 
coach itself. 

The bandit's career ended in May, 
1874, when the husband of his 
mistress, one of his protecting 


Californios, directed authorities to the 
outlaw's den. A small posse wounded 
and captured the bandit, who was 
taken to San Jose for trial. 

There were many other badmen 
who used this lookout. One pair I read 
about robbed a stagecoach going up to 





the mines; then robbed the “down” 
stage to complete the job. Wanted to 
cover all the bases, I suppose! 

From high atop Robbers Roost I 
could imagine how it must have been 
for the highwaymen. Cooling their 
heels for days, maybe even weeks, in 
the shelter of the Roost's shallow 
caves, while awaiting a likely victim, 
must have been boring. Even when 
they sighted a target and swooped 
down on it they could expect to get a 
skin full of buckshot for their trouble. 
Everyone with sense went well armed 
in those days. I even found where one 
mine owner formulated a plan to 
thwart the robbers on the road. 
Instead of shipping his silver in the 
usual 70-pound ingots; he molded 
them into 500 pound balls! Where 
would you find a pack horse big 
enough to carry that? 

Bandits had plenty of targets along 
the valley. Freight operations such as 
Remi Nadeau’s worked continually, 
trying to bring the silver to the port at 
Wilmington, where it was shipped to 
the mint in San Francisco. On the 
return trip Nadeau would bring 
much-needed supplies. It took two 
weeks to cover the distance, one-way. 
Doesn’t sound like fun does it, being at 
the mercy of the elements and robbers 
for two weeks at a time? 


I wouldn’t say the diggins at the 
mines along the valley were rich (not 
much!), but there were so many silver 
ingots waiting on the shores of Owens 
Lake for shipment to the mint that 
miners were stacking them up and 
making houses out of them. That's 
living in luxury! 

Picture this, if you can, as quoted 
from “Ghost Towns and Mining 
Camps of California” by Remi Nadeau 
(whose great-great-grandfather was 
the famous wagon freighter in the 
Owens Valley), “30,000 ingots had 
accumulated in Owens Valley and 
passing miners were building them 
into temporary cabins. But in 1873 
Nadeau insisted the Belshaw and 
Beaudry (developers of silver-rich 
Cerro Gordo) join him in financing a 
new firm, the Cerro Gordo Freighting 
Company. He built new stations and 
began dispatching teams on an almost 
hourly basis like a stage line. Within a 
few months, using 80 teams of 16 
mules and three wagons each, the 
freighters cleared the furnace output 
for the first time.” Whew! That's a lot 
of loot. No wonder there were bandits 
beside the trail, just lurking for a 
chance to be instant-rich. 

I worked my way around the huge 
rockpile of the roost. While I was 
taking a few pictures I encountered 
some relatively new arrivals in the 
Owens Valley — Red-legged: (Chukar) 
Partridge. These imports from India 
sat very quietly, unbeknowst to me, as 
T approached. Then, about 20 of them 
fluttered madly away from almost 
directly beneath my feet. After 
walking along, musing about the 
outlaws who used to come here and 
thinking I was entirely alone, the 
sudden, scrambling flutter of the birds 
into flight scared the heck out of me. 

I looked around and realized that 
the sun was setting off toward the 
Antelope Valley and then over the 
mountains to Los Angeles. I'd been up 
here for hours and hadn't really been 
aware of it. I had been just simply 
watching the road below and thinking, 
like Vasquez and the others must have 
done. The past had taken a temporary 
hold one me. Now it was time to come 
back to the present. 

The evening desert chill was coming 
on as my trail bike purred down the 
slope to the base camp. The adventure 
was over. It was time to wrap it up. 

What about the trial held for the 
robber Vasquez in San Jose? Well, it 
seems his luck ran out at age 39. He 
was hanged March 19, 1875. е 
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If the world was all downhill, you wouldn’t need motorcycles.

Mud and guts 
highlight CMC 
Golden State 
Sportsman action

ORANGE, CA, JAN. 8 
After weeks of rain and the ever 
present threat of race cancella- 
tion due to the mud the first race 
of the Continental Moto-sports 
Club (CMC)/Suzuki-sponsored 
Golden State Series became a reality. 
The only hitch in what was a perfect 
day of racing came late in the 
afternoon when the day ran out of 
light and two classes of riders had to be 
on the track at once. 

Jim Williams, a 500cc Intermediate 
rider, ripped his Yamaha up the start 


hill to signal the beginning of the 
sportsman racing. Jim was able to 
retain the lead for the entire race. Tim 
Sarian (Yam) stayed right with 
Williams to finish second. Dale Lewis 
(Mai) got a third place start but he was 
quickly displaced by Gary Peterson 
(Yam). On the fifth lap Scott Slayton 
(Mai) took over third putting Peterson 
and Lewis back to the four-five slots. 
In the second moto, Gary Peterson 
kept the lead with Sarian again 
finishing second. Due to more 
consistent moto finishes, Tim Sarian 
took the overall and the certificate for 
a brand new, super trick DG helmet. 
Open Juniors went next on the 
thoroughly mushy track. Bultaco- 
riding Dan Guin took an early lead in 
the first moto. A lead that he held 
until flagman Buzz Croft signaled it 
was all over. Behind Guin on the first 
lap was Jim Roy (Mai), Suzuki 
speedster Jim MclIlvain and Yamaha- 
mounted Richard Laughery. On lap 
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two, MclIlvain passed Roy and locked 
himself into second. Warren Yoho 
(Hus) moved to third with Tom 
Thomas getting his Yamaha to fourth. 
Mcllvain stayed with the leader, Guin, 
until the last lap when an argument 
with a mudhole forced him to drop 
back to fourth. Thomas took over 
second and Frank Emerson (Hus), who 
had gotten a 16th-place start, crossed 
the finish line third. Yoho, Stephen 
Labrie (Yam) and Dan Ryan (Bul) 
followed. 


Tom Thomas was the star in the 
second moto. When the gate dropped 
Tom was wide open and away, giving 
the other 25 riders something to think 
about — pursuit. Richard Laughery 
was able to keep his yellow mount close 
to the leader, but never close enough. 
Guin, who won the first moto found 
himself in a massive traffic jam and 
had to be satisfied to finish third. Greg 
Bookout, riding a fairly trick 
АММЕХ, worked his way into fourth. 
Labrie and Yoho finished fifth and 
sixth. Thomas got the overall with 
Guin and Laughery taking the next 
honors. 


While in Europe, 250cc 
Intermediate rider Fred Caldwell 
(Mon) must have really watched the 
way the G.P. riders get started 
(Caldwell covered the West German 
125cc GP for Cycle News... Editor). 
The way Fred smoked off the line to 
take the lead in the first moto was 
beautiful. Alan Olsen (Suz), Scott 
Slayton (Mai) and Dean Adkins 
(KTM) followed. The mud was taking 
its toll on the riders. On lap two, 
Caldwell was way back in the pack as 
was Olsen. Adkins took over as parade 
master. Darrell Brown (Mai), up from 
10th was second with Slayton third. 
Mike Brown (Yam)- and Steve 
Chandler (Yam) got a good dice going 
with Chandler edging Brown out. 
Adkins looked to be the winner, but 
Darrell added just enough body 
English to get the best of things and 
take the win. Adkins, Slayton, 
Chandler and Keith Doege (Yam) got 
the next points. 

Hyped from the first moto win, 
Darrell Brown did it again in the 
second. Keith Doege, not at all 
satisfied with fifth in the first round, 
blasted around the course for a second 
place finish. Tom Bell (Hus) did a 
complete turn around after finishing 
30th and gassed it for third. Mike 
Brown came across the finish line in 
fourth. The overall winners were 
Darrell Brown, Keith Doege, Mike 
Brown and Steve Chandler. 

With 33 riders on the line it was 
standing room only for the 250cc 
Juniors. Joe Crozer piloted his Maico 
up the start hill to begin an unending 
race lead. Joe totally dominated the 
race. Flying Machine Factory rider 
Tony Rogers rode a strong second with 
Yamaha-mounted Darren Kaiser 
pushing "TR" hard. Dale Blackburn 
(Mon) was.able to push through the 
mud to stay ahead of fifth place Mike 
Burnett (Mai). At the mid-point in the 
action, the mud had taken its toll; the 
machines were encrusted in adobe. 
The final lap had Kaiser, Burnett, 
Doug Silverstein (Kaw) and Rogers 
follow Crozer under the checkers.

Junior 125cc rider Mark Page (Suz) 
took home the big win with Jerry 
Trimble (Suz) getting second. Gary 
Chaidez (Suz), Dolan Peterson (Yam) 
and Phil Lucidi (Suz) were the next 
finishers.

OK, for the last few issues I have 
been getting on your collective 
cases about street bikers versus 
dirt bikers, and a lot of you took 


it seriously. Well folks, I have come up 
with proof positive, and not the kind I 
like to find. For a few minutes here I’m 
going to get serious, which is hard to 
do, but it’s a must. 

It seems that many dirt bikers, when 
they first take to street riding, go out 
and get hurt. Now, this is not good for 
the bikers’ image. I mean, when some 
zchlub is driving his Macho Zoom GT 
65014 sports car down the street, and 
he comes upon a biker splattered the 
length of a football field, it just isn't 
going to get him down to the local bike 
shop to join our ranks, right? 

Many dirt bikers are excellent riders 
in the dirt. They can bounce off the 
berms and jump over obstacles that 
would scare the hell out of most street 
riders. What they don't realize is that 
there are a whole other set of rules for 
street riding. 

An example comes to mind. A 
friend of mine, who was co- 
conspirator of the WFO Dirt Racing 
Team, was working on his Hastyvarna 
one day. When it was running just 
right, he wanted to try it out. Living 
on the beach, there isn't a whole lot of 
good dirt to ride on. So, he just started 
it up in his garage and took it up and 
down the street. 

He was in the midst of doing the old 
front wheel in the air trick when out of 
nowhere a car appeared, crossing his 
path. 

Three months later he was released 
from the hospital with a metal plate in 
his head. It must have done a lot of 
mental damage too, because he got 
married (yech) a few months later. 

If he had been schooled in street 
riding, it never would have happened. 
Street riders do dumb things like 
wheelies too, but they know enough 
not to do it where there are cross 
streets. 

When you ride on the street you 
should always watch the flow of traffic 
as far ahead as you can. The second 
fastest way to stop is by anticipating 
the stop in advance. The fastest way is 
to plaster you and your bike against 
the back of a Mack truck. On the 
street, thinking replaces guts. I know 
on the dirt there is the saying, "When 
in doubt, gas it." But on the street the 
saying is "Think before you do." 
Anticipation is the first rule of road 
riding. 

In future issues I will try and get 
more into safety on the street. It is a 
known fact that dirt bikers tend to 
hurt themselves on the street more 
than bikers who ride the street only. 
And usually it's due to lack of thought. 

It can be done. I've been riding on 
the street for 15 years. I’ve traveled 
over a half a million miles with never 
an accident... except when I went dirt 
bike riding once. 

But we all know; Street is neat, and 
you get hurt in the dirt.

to Roper (21 cleans). Gil Smith (350 
Bul) took third place with 44 points. 

The Senior B class first place went 
to Wayne Emge (250 Hon), who had a 
63-point ride.

Gary Dudley (250 Bul) captured 
first place in the Beginner class with a 
nice six-point ride.

ITA’s unique First-Time Beginner 
class was won by Christopher McKee 
(250 Mon), with 29 points. Bob 
Benigar (125 Hon) was a solid second 
with 41 points. 


First place in the Kids’ class went to 
Mike Lauxen (70 Hon), who turned in 
a 10-point ride. Mike Daden (80 Yam) 
was a close second with 14 points. This 
competition marked the first of three 
rounds of ATA’s 1978 Kids’ 
Championship. These young riders are 
really in there trying! As a note of 
interest, “Kid” Mike Lauxen and his 
family were filmed by the UHF 
Channel 50 television program, 
“Studio See,” both at home and at 
АТА December 11th, 1977 “El Trial 
de Espana,” for a short documentary 
on family involvement in trials to be 
aired sometime next fall. 

Traction was unexpectedly quick in 
many areas in spite of the rains and

several riders found themselves 
fighting to keep front ends down while 
riding the secions. The “Hangover” 
consisted of 13 sections and four loops; 
riders rode 10 sections (designated 
according to class) per loop. 

Section three challenged Kids and 
Beginners by having them enter 
straight, then make a slow 180° turn 
down a small bank with an off- 
camber, then a gradual uphill with a 
large pesky loose rock that created a 
change in line each time the section 
was ridden. At the top of the incline, 
riders bumped over a large rock and 
exited. 

Section five was true to its name, 
stealing fives from many riders 
throughout the day. Novices and 
Amateurs entered moving up a rocky 
trail, then took a slight left turn 
followed by a right turn combined 
with a hoist of the front end over a 
large rock, followed by a ride up a 
rocky staircase. At this point, Novices 
turned left over more rocks, made a 
right turn, and exited; while Amateurs 
turned right, made a 180° turn on a 
rocky slope, then back down over rocks 
and out the exit. 

Section eight was a real dabber for 
several Experts and Seniors! All shared 
the same entrance with Seniors next 
hopping over a 11l$-foot rock, then 
turning up and over more rocks, 
followed by a right turn and the exit. 
Experts, on the other hand, entered, 
then made a right turn up a rocky 
cliff, followed by a long 180? turn 
down, and a right turn up the Senior 
exit. 

The next ATA-sanctioned trial will 
be held by member club the Southern 
California Trials Riders (SCTR), on 
January 29th, at Reche Canyon, 
Riverside, CA.

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A candid conversation 


John Penton and Jack Lehto 


CN: Please outline the steps that led 
to the recent Penton/KTM change. 
John Penton: Ву God, I'll tell it to you 
exactly like it is. You might as well get 
the whole concept correct or we might 
as well not talk. I started Penton 
Motorcycles 10 years ago. I contacted 
a guy in Austria and he made us a 
couple of bikes. At that time he told us 
that 'You guys are wacky because these 
bikes will have to sell for so much 
money that you aren't going to be able 
to sell them.' Well, the way the market 
was in the States versus the market in 
Europe we could sell them and he 
slowly began to realize this. We made 
the first two bikes in November of 
1967 and then in January of 1968 we 
made 10 more bikes and shipped them 
over here and they sold very well. We 
tested them and everything seemed to 
be a go so we had the first container 
sent over. 

That container held 98 125cc 
motorcycles and a few parts. The cost 
at that time was $37,700. That was 
financed on what is called a 90 day 
trade note. Our business started to go 
and it thrived. We were profitable 
right up to about February of 1972 
when President Nixon devaluated the 
dollar. To understand what this does 
let me use an example. Let's say we 
owed a million dollars on a 90 day 
note. It's a revolving thing so that 
when it came up we'd pay it. Those 
notes were in the currency of origin 
(Austrian Shillings). Now we 
devaluate the dollar and it costs that 
million dollars plus one hundred 
thousand dollars more 

Now you have the basis that led up 
to the change. Our business was 
profitable enough at first to cover this 
(problem). We worked and continued 
to move forward. Now we come to 
today and the dollar keeps 
devaluating. To combat the process of 
devlauation we have to keep raising 
the price (of the motorcycle), but our 
net profit, because of operations, 
keeps diminishing. For the last three 
years the motorcycle operation has lost 
money. Today that container which 
cost $37,700 in 1968 on a 90 day trade 
note would cost the equivilent of 
$144,000 in Austrian Shillings. 

There is another thing that gets into 
this. In the years from 1967 through 
1969 we had very little competition 
from the Japanese. Our competition 
was Maico and a few other brands that 
were making this specific type of 
motorcycle. Today; I think you could 
say that we have some competition 
from the Japanese. They make a good 
unit, I know that. Maybe they don’t 
make their bikes as good as ours or 
maybe the European promotion over 
here is a little bit better and that’s why 
we're able to sell at such atrocious 
prices. 

There is only one possible way that I 
could have competed in the market as 
it is today - and I could have com- 
peted. That was to make the motor- 
cycle exactly as I would order it with 
the best available parts and the best 
possible quality control possible. 
However, that was not economically 
feasible or acceptable to KTM. There 
was one other thing. The European 
market is so lush and strong today that 
they (KTM) don’t have to do that. 

That, basically, is what led up to 
this transaction change. The transac- 
tion was very, very smooth. The people 
that I deal with at KTM I think of 
more highly than anyone. They didn’t 
screw John Penton. There was no hard 


The following conversation with John Penton and Jack Lehto, 
formerly an employee of Penton’s and now the manager of newly 
formed KTM America, concerns itself with the recent change in 
the manner in which KTM motorcycles were imported and 
distributed. In addition, the pair discuss the future of Penton, Hi- 
Point and KTM and **Uncle John" throws in some Pentonisms 
free of charge.

feelings. They did what I requested or 
rather what I had to do and went right 
along with it. They even came over 
here to finalize the transaction. They 
were very good to me. 

We are not trying to interrupt the 
dealer anymore than we can possibly 
help or the personnel involved. This 
means that the parts are available for 
the Penton Motorcycle. Eventually the 
name will change over to KTM, but 
we're carrying the name for the benefit 
of the dealer. We won't just start 
coming with KTM motorcycles. The 
dealer who has been selling Penton 
will have a month or two before that 
happens. The name is going to change 
as the containers come in and the new 
bikes are fed into the market. The 
transition should be smooth because 
those dealers have always been faithful 
to me. We want to follow every one of 
our responsibilities and our liabilities 
as closely as we can. I've chosen what I 
think are the best personnel to do this. 
Instead of firing all those people that 
we wouldn't need with the change, 
we've been able to move them over to 
KTM to insure an orderly change. 

The trade name Penton Motorcycle 
is registered in every state and will not 
go to KTM. It will only be used for the 
time that has been agreed upon as the 
transitional period. The name Penton 
will never be phased out, unless 
someone gets a gun and shoots me. 

It is not economically feasible or 
profitable at the present time for Pen- 
ton to market motorcycles. But, ГИ 
tell you that someday if it becomes 
economically feasible and profitable 
then Penton will be back in the 
business of marketing motorcycles. 
Penton is always going to be in the 
motorcycle business. 

CN: Could you outline the decisions 
behind KTM undertaking the set-up 
of their own distribution network in 
the U.S. 

Jack Lehto: KTM realized that the 
product development and everything 
was the responsibility of John and his 
staff; people that he has had in Penton 
Imports for many years. That was also 
reflected through the dealer network - 
in the imput from the dealers on the 
product. KTM realized that there was 
a value to this and sought to utilize 
that value. They felt a responsibility 
and obligation, being the manufac- 
turer, to dealers and customers as well 
as to Penton Imports of continuing 
this in a smooth way without upsetting 
it. 

One major problem was that when 
the decision was made it was the 
second week in December and that left 
us only two weeks to become 
operational and begin to get the '78 
models out to the dealers without the 
help of Penton Imports. They (KTM) 
knew that other transitions such as this 
have disrupted dealer networks and 
caused instability in them. So they 
came over here to talk to John and ask 
him if he could provide a facility. John 
gave them several choices. The one 
that was chosen was a building 
that John owns which was formerly the 
home of Husqvarna years ago. The 
plan decided upon included that the 
building would be work ready to help 
myself and KTM get operating as 
quickly and as smoothly as possible. 
This was a big benefit in making the 
transition. ` 
CN: What are the objectives of KTM 
America, Incorporated? 

Jack Lehto: Simply stated our objec- 
tives are that we have a responsibility 








| 


----or a mandate to a dealer organization 


and the customers that the dealers ser- 
ve and, on the other side of the coin, to 
KTM of Austria to provide a 
marketing outlet within this country 
that both represents the product 
through promotions, advertising and a 
dealer network. Our prime objective is 
to represent KTM in the same manner 
Penton Imports had. The one thing 
that will help is that KT.M’s investment 
in the market from a capitalization 
standpoint will allow us to have a little 
more strength which had been dif- 
ficult to achieve with all the factors 
that Penton Imports had been facing. 
For example things like insurance 
which KTM has world wide, but which 
Penton Imports has had to foster the 
expense; product liability is a prime 
example. These things will translate 
into promotional items for dealer sup- 
port in a variety of areas. Nothing is 
going to change that Penton started. 
What we will do is to try and maintain 
and strengthen those areas when and 
where we can within our means. 


. CN: How will the recent changes ef- 


fect the future of Penton/Hi-Point? 

John Penton: The change will 
strengthen us from a financial point 
and bring us back into a profit pic- 
ture. For the last two or three years, 
the Hi-Point product has been footing 
the bill for the operations here. I 
believe the motorcycle operation was 
just about breaking even. We were 
working our butts off and breaking 
even and keeping the company going 
with the Hi-Point product. You will 
see within about six weeks a move for- 
ward by Hi-Point. We are going into 
some other product lines. 

There is no private or independently 
owned motorcycle distribution - unless 
you consider Ted Lapadakis (KTM Im- 
ports which serves nine western states) 

of any size left. As I said before it is 
not economically feasible or profitable 
to distribute motorcycles in the U.S. 
today. For the last two years everyone, 
with the possible exception of Harley- 
Davidson, has not seen a glorious 


profit picture. Books and statistics are ` 


good, but I'm in the business and I 
know what I'm talking about. 

You can't bring motorcycles into the 
U.S. and start discounting them, 
warehousing them, paying all the 
taxes on them and then go home with 
a profit. That's the sum total of it. It's 
a very sad picture for us right now, but 
I think it will correct itself some. 
Today about 9096 of all motorcycles in 
the U.S. are imported. With the dollar 
being devaluated to the point where 
they (U.S. Government) are going 
to put big tariffs on products coming 
into the States. Hell, that's easy. All 
you do is devaluate the dollar to where 
the foreign countries can't make the 
product to sell over here without 
raising the price. That's as simple as 
ABC. Then you're nobody's enemy. 
but the people over there. That is 
exactly what has happened to the 
motorcycle import business. That is 
why right now it is very, very rough for 
any motorcycle company with the 
possible exception of Honda, who have 
their automobile sales. However, the 
market is there for after market ac- 
cessories. 

Hi-Point is going into usable items 
much stronger now. We're going into 
the tire business stronger, we're going 
into the chain business stronger, we're 
going into the oil business stronger. 
These are usable items. 

There used to be a lot of specialty 
items in the business, but, if your 
motorcycles are built right, the after 
market demand for those items is less. 
What you have to do is get into the 
replaceable items. 

Hey, we build a wheel for that 
motorcycle (Penton) today that is vir- 
tually indestructible. So, now chances 
are that for the average life of that 








motorcycle the rider never needs a rim 


replacement. So that business dries 
up. A lot of accessories become history 
or are a one-time replacement. We 
were heavy in that area. All this means 
is that we now have to look to the 
replaceable items. 


Jack Lehto: Га like to add a word 
here on the strength of Hi-Point. A lot 
of the components that you see on 
various brands of motorcycles today 
were first seen on the Penton motor- 
cycle. Items like Ceriani forks, 
Motoplat ignition and others have 
given ideas to other manufacturers. 
John was the one to perceive that this 
was the step that somebody had to take 
to motivate new development. 

John Penton: Did you know that the 
first competition motorcycle to be 
built using the foam air filter was the 
Penton? If you go back you'll find that 
the basic (off-road) motorcycle today 
was built around ideas first seen on 
Penton. 

CN: How can the new enterprise be 
called KTM America, Incorporated 
when you have another distributor 
(Ted Lapadakis) in the western 
states? 

Jack Lehto: The western distributor is 
called KTM Imports. They will con- 
tinue to service nine western states. 
Right now this transition is only for 
what was the territory served by Pen- 
ton Imports. The Penton Central of- 
fice in Amarillo, Texas will remain 


handling the motorcycles and we will 
continue to keep a stock of parts there 
to service their market needs. The 
bulk of everything will be here in 
Lorain (Ohio). We will set up a system 
whereby Penton Central or Hi-Point 
Central as it probably will be called, 
will be in direct contact with us so that 
we can assist in orders that they cannot 
fill. The item will go directly to the 
dealer. 

CN: Who will form the new 
management at KTM? 

Jack Lehto: There are titles as such, 
but actually we are all working 
together as a team. I will function as 
general manager for the operation 
with Don Rosene as sales manager and 
Red Bush as service manager. Doug 
Beam will be the parts manager. He is 
very familiar with the product, having 
worked for both Husqvarna and 
Sachs/Hercules in a similiar capacity. 
Myself, Rosene and Bush all worked 
for Penton Imports. 

A number of persons from Penton 
are working for us in the same areas 
that they worked in for John. That 
move enabled us to start with people 
familiar with the product and make 
the transition very smooth and. or- 
derly. 5 
CN: How will the change from Pen- 
ton Imports to KTM America effect 
dealers? 

Jack Lehto: I don’t see where there 
will be any real effect at all. We're 
maintaining the same accounts and 
nothing in our program or policy is 
going to change from the way it was 
with Penton Imports. Our biggest 
strength will come from the fact that 


we will be able to concentrate entirely ` 


on handling the motorcycle. We will 





be able to give full time concen- 
tration to it. Logistically we'll spend 
10095 of our efforts and programs 
devoted to the dealer and his 
customer. 
CN: Will we now see more of an em- 
phasis toward motocross rather than 
off-road racing; 
Jack Lehto: We will use the fact that 
KTM swept the top three places in the 
250cc World Championships, but that 
isn't really the important part of 
marketing KTM here in the U.S. I 
don't think that plays an important 
part of the customer buying the bike. 
What we want to do is strengthen 
ourselves, if we can, in the motocross 
area at a regional level at this point in 
time. I don’t have any plans at the 
moment to get into motocross on a big 
scale because we have the enduro 
program which we want to continue. 
We have to look at our strengths and 
concentrate there so that we don't 
lose anything in that area. We want 
to develop programs so that we can 
expand into other areas as we go 
along. One will be motocross, but the 
enduro, cross-country type events will 
continue to receive our support. There 
has been an investment by Penton Im- 
ports into those areas and we don't 
want to just push it to the wayside and 
start a totally new thing. 

A motocross program is in our 
future thinking, but that will come as 
time and demand dictates. We hope to 





grow into that area. What we are 
talking about is helping the dealer at 
the dealer level. 
CN: How will the recent changes ef- 
fect the management at Penton/Hi- 
Point and who will be the key per- 
sonnel involved? 
John Penton: The change won't effect 
us at all. There will be no changes at 
all. What we're going todo is start 
making money. What you must under- 
stand is that Penton and Hi-Point were 
always consolidated so that although 
some personnel are now working for 
KTM the show goes on the same as 
usual. What you will probably see is us 
get bigger and stronger at Hi-Point 
because we now have some capital free 
to operate with. 
CN: What will be the changes at the 
Penton Central and West offices? 
John Penton: There will be no change 
in operations other than they won't 
handle the motorcycles and parts 
anymore. However, Penton Central, 
as Jack has already mentioned, will at 
this point continue to keep an inven- 
tory of KTM parts for distribution. 
What we probably will do is open a 
couple more outlets for Hi-Point. I 
can't commit myself to where right 
now, but you will see more regional 
type offices. 
CN: Will the change affect the 
dealer network from Hi-Point's point 
of view? 
John Penton: I don't think there will 
be any changes. There is no reverence 
or loyalty in America anymore. The 
only loyalty there is, is to the almighty 
dollar. If the dealer can stay alive with 
our product, if they can make money 
with KTM then that will determine 


what happens. 


CN: Will the dealers have a stronger 
representation from Hi-Point now 
that you are going to put your full 
time efforts in this direction? 

Jack Penton: Definitely. The dealers 
will get better service and represen- 
tation all the way because we will now 
channel all our efforts into this one 
direction. 


CN: What will be the competition 
program, if any, for Hi-Point? 

John Penton: That’s a very good 
question. We are going to be around. 
The program will fall under KTM and 
depend, I guess, on how well the two 
of us get along. Actually, right now it 
appears that Jack Penton will be in 
Florida for the motocrosses represen- 
ting Hi-Point this year. From there I 
don’t have any real idea what will 
happen. What it really depends upon 
is how badly they (Jack, Tom and the 
others on Team Penton) want to ride. 
It's up to them. 

Jack Lehto: You'll see Jack and many 
of the other guys who have been riding 
Penton continue doing their efforts. 
We will continue to compete on both 
the regional and national level with 
programs where the rider puts forth a 
sincere effort to win. I don’t think any 
company will support a racing effort 
unless they have that kind of thinking 
from the representative they have out 
on the track. Even in the past it has 
really been up to the rider - what can 
he do to represent Penton for Penton 
and for the dealers. The same thinking 
exists for KTM. You can’t have riders 
unless they want to win. This is in- 
dicative of KTM’s efforts in Europe 
and we'll keep the same philosophy. 
We realize that we have to be out there 
visible to the dealer and the consumer. 
CN: What will the change mean to 
the key people who were at Penton 
Imports? 

John Penton: Am I losing any key 
people? Hell, Jack Lehto was a key, 


Don Rosene was a key. We're losing 


two of our key people. But what it 
really boils down to is that we have a 
bunch of motorcyclists up here that 
believe in motorcycling and are doing 
the best damn job they can to keep 
motorcycling where it should be. 
That's what the whole thing is about. 
We don't have the millions to lose, we 
don't have a damn penny to lose. At 
the same time we don't want any 
dissatisfaction among the dealers and 
the people who ride a Penton. That is 
very hard to understand unless you're 
involved in this thing. You can't go out 
and ride with these people and have 
them say 'Hey, you son of a gun, you 
sold me down the river.' It's frustrating 
because it's the bankers and the govern- 
ment that is doing the dictating. We are 
only the little pawns that they are 
pushing around so what you do is try 
to make them push you the way you 
want to be pushed. 

CN: Would you both say that the 
move that has transpired has been 
the best for the business, the dealer, 
the rider and all others who are in- 


. volved? 


John Penton: 1 would very definitely 
say 10096 yes. 

Jack Lehto: I would agree. We are 
down to the grass roots level with our 
philosophy. KTM is that way right 
from the top man on down. One key 
thing that wil support us is that 
everyone involved here and in Austria 
is involved in motorcycles. All we want 
to do is to continue on and to follow 
the grass roots philosophy that John 
has had for many years. 

John Penton: I can very truthfully say 
that I am bowing out of the motor- 
cycle end without any regret. I've been 
through too much of this dollar 
devaluation. I love the accessory 
business. The motorcycle end got me 
into the accessory business and I'm very 
thankful for that. This isn't the end of 
motorcycling (forJohn Penton). Ө

New Year’s 
Constitutional 
Catastrophe

CUPERTINO, CA, JAN. 1 

Each New Year’s Day Dan and 
Jim Clapp have themselves a fes- 
tive run in the foothills above 
Los Altos/Cupertino and for the 
third straight year, it has been set 
around the First Amendment of the 
Constitution. That is the right to 
assemble and do your political thing. 
Dan Clapp is a lawyer as well as a 
motorcyclist, meaning this becomes 
more than just a fun run, where the 
politician comes out in all. 

Meeting at Denny’s at eight in the 
morning, the good ole motorcyle boys 
saw riders they haven’t seen in months. 
Booboo Bob Scally came out of 
retirement for a day of mud slinging, 
Rick Hocking and his entourage 
appeared along with Chris Carter, 
John Gennai and over 100 others. The 
surprise entry was Brad Lackey, along 
with Bill Calicura. The local police 
showed up, amazed at how organized 
the unorganized are.

Leads lengthened on the next loop, 
with Brown leading Voss, but both 
were nearly two minutes ahead of 
Vanderpool's Husky, with Carter lost 
in the seizure pit. John Gennai moved 
his TT 500 into fourth over John Silva.

Approximately 2,480 acres of land 
located 30 miles east of Salem, OR 
have been closed by the Bureau of 
Land Management (BLM) until 
June 1, 1978.

A map of the 
close area is available for 
inspection at the Salem District 
Office, BLM, 3550 Liberty Road S., 
Salem, OR 97301. 


The BLM closed an area near Squaw 
Springs, in the Red Mountain area of 
the Mojave desert, to vehicle use. The 
unimproved road leading into Squaw 
Springs is closed from approximately 
200 yards north of the wildlife guzzler 
to the end of the road, about three- 
quarters of a mile. Cultural values and 
the wildlife guzzler were cited as 
reasons for the closure by the BLM.
